In pursuance of the 
program a meeting of the officers of 
the State Brewers’ association is to 
be held there at 8 tonight as is al­ 
so a meeting of the representatives 
of the allied trades. 
The report of the board of trustees 
that was made at the meeting this 
afternoon was a plausible defense of 
the use of stimulants, in support of 
which noted churchmen were quot­ 
ed. 
Their contention regarding the 
matter 
comprised 
five 
separate 
propositions as follows: 
“ I. That the temperate use of al­ 
coholic liquors is so widely spread as 
to be a national custom. 
“2. 
That this generation of men 
and women is more temperate than 
any preceding generation in our his­ 
tory. 
“3. 
That the abuse of such li­ 
quors, while comparatively small, is 
nevertheless a grave, and to some ex­ 
tent, an unnecessary evil. 
”4. 
That practical remedies are 
to be found in regulation, education, 
moral suasion, and in raising the 
standard of living. 
“5. That the standard of living 
can best be raised 
by 
improving 
housing conditions, by liberal expen­ 
ditures for pubic health, industrial 
training, and recreation centers, and 
by reducing the hours of work and 
increasing the scale of wages of the 
unskilled laboring class.” 
The limelight of publicity is to be 
turned upon the question of prohlbi 
tion from the standpoint 
of 
the 
brewers of the United States. 
The brewers, contrary to the ac­ 
cepted opinion, say that they want 
publicity. 
They want the question 
of prohibition spread before the peo­ 
ple in all its phases, believing as 
they do that misrepresentations have 
been made by the adherents of prohi­ 
bition.
